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GA PLENARY - STRENGTHENING UN'S ROLE (SOR) 

IN CONTINUED DEBATE IN GA NOV 29 ON STRENGTHENING OF UN'S ROLE, 
37-POWER (ROMANIAN) RES (L.713) WAS SUPPORTED BY SOMALIA, CANADA, 
JAPAN, UK, FRG, FRANCE, PHILIPPINES, SYRIA, INDIA, US AND ITALY. 

VIEWS ON SOR WERE ALSO EXPRESSED BY REPS GREECE, MADAGASCAR, 

SWEDEN AND JORDAN. 

NUR F.T.MT (SOMALIA) BELIEVED GA SHOULD SECURE FOR ITSELF SOME 
KIND OF AUTHORITY IN ORDER TO FORMULATE PEACEKEEPING METHODS 
WHENEVER SC UNABLE TO ACT BECAUSE OF VETO. HE SUGGESTED 
LEGALITY OF THAT QUESTION SHOULD BE EXPLORED, EVEN IF IT MEANT 
AMENDING CHARTER. MORE POSITIVE PEACEKEEPING EFFORTS WERE REQUIRED, 
AND UN SHOULD ESTABLISH INTERIM FORMULA FOR FINANCING PEACEKEEPING 
OPERATIONS UNTIL MORE COMPREHENSIVE ARRANGEMENT COULD BE WORKED 
OUT. IT WAS TIME DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAD GREATER VOICE, HE 
SAID, NOTING ISSUES OF COLONIALISM. RACISM AND APARTHEID CLEARLY 
DEFINED DIFFERENCES IN POINTS OF VIEW BETWEEN WESTERN GROUP IN 
UN, ON ONE HAND, AND AFRICAN, NON-ALIGNED AND SOCIALIST STATES, 

ON OTHER. 

HICKS (CANADA) THOUGHT EFFECTIVENESS OF UN DEPENDED MORE ON 
POLITICAL RESOLVE OF MEMBER STATES THAN ON REWRITING CHARTER. IN 
SUPPORTING DRAFT RES, HE COMMENTED MANY PROVISIONS CAST IN 
GENERAL LANGUAGE AND MIGHT BE WANTING IN PRECISE WORDING AND 
COULD NOT BE TAKEN AS AFFECTING BROAD PROVISIONS OF CHARTER. 

HE NOTED INCREASING NUMBER OF PROBLEMS COULD BE SOLVED ONLY ON 
GLOBAL BASIS, AND UN WAS ONLY MACHINERY YET DEVISED WHICH COULD 
FULFILL SUCH ROLE. 

IN SAITO'S (JAPAN) VIEW, WORLD COMMUNITY SHOULD NOT BE RELUCTANT 
TO FACE POSSIBILITY OF REVIEWING CHARTER, IF NEED BE, IN ORDER 
TO EFFECT SUCH ADJUSTMENTS AS WERE BOTH NECESSARY AND INEVITABLE 
IF UN WERE TO COPE EFFECTIVELY WITH PRESENT AND FUTURE PROBLEMS. 

HE WAS PREPARED TO SUPPORT ROMANIAN RES ON UNDERSTANDING IT FORMED 
INTEGRAL PART OF COMMON EFFORTS TOWARD COMPREHENSIVE CONSIDERA- 
TION OF ALL VARIOUS POSSIBILITIES OPEN FOR STRENGTHENING UN. 
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MAITLAND (UK) BELIEVED EFFECTIVENESS OF UN DEPENDED MORE ON 
COLLECTIVE WILL OF MEMBERS THAN ON INSTITUTIONAL REFORM; WHAT 
WAS AT ISSUE WAS NOT SO MUCH MATTER OF MECHANICS AS OF ATTITUDE. 

HE SPOKE ABOUT RESES, SOME OF WHICH FAILED TAKE INTO ACCOUNT 
VIEWS OF DELS WHOSE CONSENT AND COOPERATION WAS VITAL IF PRACTICAL 
RESULT TO FOLLOW. HE WAS GLAD DRAFT RES, WHICH UKDEL WOULD 
SUPPORT, TOUCHED ON PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES AND UN RESES. 

NORWEGIAN FONMIN FRYDENLUND SAID IT WAS IMPORTANT MEMBER STATES 
ENSURE MOST EFFECTIVE DECISION MAKING PROCESS IN PLANNING AND 
IMPLEMENTATION OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS. THIS COULD NOT BE 
ACHIEVED WITHOUT STRENGTHENING ROLE AND AUTHORITY OF SYG TO SOME 
DEGREE. THERE MUST ALSO BE SUFFICIENT SUPPORT AND AGREEMENT

RESPONSIBILITIES TO PROMOTE OWN INTERESTS, CALLED FOR END TO 
FOREIGN DOMINATION AND OPPRESSION, REDUCTION OF ROLE OF AGGRESSIVE 
MILITARY ACTIONS, AND EFFORTS TO NARROW DC-LDC ECONOMIC GAP. 

PANAYOTACOS (GREECE) SAID ME EVENTS ILLUSTRATED NEED FOR UN TO 
BE ABLE TO MOVE RAPIDLY IN CAUSE OF PEACE. HE REVIEWED SOME OF 
PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS HIS DEL HAD MADE REGARDING ORGANIZATION AND 
PROCEDURES OF GA AND ON AMPLIFYING CAPACITY OF SC TO ACT. UN, HE 
SAID, SHOULD FOLLOW PATH OF NON-INTERVENTION AND NON-INTERFERENCE 
IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. UN REMAINED INDISPENSABLE INSTRUMENT IN 
SEARCH FOR PEACE. 

RABETAFIKA (MADAGASCAR) THOUGHT MAIN STEPS TO STRENGTHENING 
UN WERE: MORE ACTIVE PROCESS OF "MULTIPOLARISM"; INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS SHOULD BE DEMOCRATIZED; SC SHOULD NOT BE PREVENTED FROM 
CARRYING OUT ITS CHARTER RESPONSIBILITIES; CHARTER REVISION; STUDY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF WAYS TO MAKE UN DECISIONS MORE ACCEPTABLE, INCLUDING POSSIBLE 
CONSIDERATION OF MAKING ALL IMPORTANT DECISIONS BINDING IRRESPEC- 
TIVE OF UN ORGANS FROM WHICH THEY EMANATED. 

GEHLHOFF (FRG) BELIEVED WHAT WAS ESSENTIAL, WHETHER ACTION 
CARRIED OUT WITHIN OR OUTSIDE UN, WAS THAT CONDUCT OF STATES SHOULD 
BE IN ACCORDANCE WITH UN CHARTER PRINCIPLES. HE SUBSCRIBED TO 
PRINCIPLES AND PURPOSES ENVISAGED IN ROMANIAN PROPOSAL. 

AMB BENNETT STATED GREATER USE MUST BE MADE OF EXISTING MEANS FOR 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES, INCLUDING SYG GOOD OFFICES, 
REVITALIZED ICJ, AND USE OF QUIET DIPLOMACY PRACTICED IN SPIRIT OF 
GOODWILL AND MUTUAL COMPROMISE. HE NOTED GROWING TENDENCY TO 
ADOPT UNENFORCABLE OR IMPRACTICAL RESES AND TO REIECT CONSTRUC- 
TIVE IF LIMITED ACTION IN EFFORT TO ATTAIN UNREALISTIC "TOTAL" 

SOLUTIONS. RECENT VOTING PATTERNS LED USDEL TO CONSIDER 
WHETHER OR NOT BLOC VOTING WAS NOW TOO OFTEN BEING USED IN MANNER 
WHICH RAISED SERIOUS QUESTIONS ABOUT FUTURE EFFECTIVENESS OF UN. 
USDEL WAS CONCERNED OVER INCLINATION OF MANY MEMBERS TO SUPPORT 
ONE-SIDED OR SIMPLISTIC RESES ON COMPLICATED OR CONTENTIOUS ISSUES, 
RESES WHICH DID NOT NECESSARILY REPRESENT WEIGHT OF WORLD 
OPINION AND WHICH, WORSE STILL. HAD NOT SLIGHTEST CHANCE OF BEING 
EFFECTIVELY IMPLEMENTED. UN WAS NOT INSTRUMENT FOR WISH FULFILL- 
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MENT, RATHER IT SHOULD BE CATALYST FOR EFFECTIVE WORLD ACTION ON 
WORLD PROBLEMS. IF UN MEMBERS COULD AGREE ON ACTION. TENTATIVE 
THOUGH IT MAY BE, ON SUCH PROBLEMS AS ME AND KOREA, THERE WAS 
HOPE UN MIGHT YET FULFILL ITS FOUNDERS' EXPECTATIONS. USDEL WOULD 
VOTE FOR ROMANIAN RES, DESPITE CERTAIN VAGUENESS OF LANGUAGE. 

RYDBECK (SWEDEN) SPOKE OF EVIDENCES OF DETENTE WHICH HIS DEL 
WELCOMED, BUT ADDED AGREEMENTS BETWEEN SUPERPOWERS MUST NOT BE 
MADE AT EXPENSE OF LEGITIMATE DEMANDS OF OTHER STATES WHICH 
SHOULD HAVE INFLUENCE ON INTERNATIONAL POLICY-MAKING PROCESS. 
PROSPECTS FOR PEACE WERE POOR IN WORLD OF SOCIAL AND POLITICAL 
INJUSTICE. HE STRESSED SERIOUSNESS OF UN'S FINANCIAL PROBLEMS, AND 
SAID IF IT WAS TO CONTINUE ITS TASKS IT MUST BE SUPPORTED 
FINANCIALLY IN MORE REALISTIC MANNER. 

LECOMPT (FRANCE) WAS PARTICULARLY PLEASED WITH APPEAL IN RES TO 
ALL MEMBER STATES TO TAKE FULL ADVANTAGE OF EXISTING MEANS 
PROVIDED BY UN FOR PREVENTING PERPETUATION OF SITUATIONS OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TENTIONS. FRANCE'S AFFIRMATIVE VOTE WOULD RESTATE ITS DEVOTION 
TO NECESSARY TASK OF STRENGTHENING UN, WHICH REMAINED "INDISPEN- 
SABLE ORGANIZATION" WHERE POLITICAL DECISIONS ON INTERNATIONAL 
ISSUES WERE MADE. IT WAS NECESSARY TO BE AWARE OF TENDENCY OF MAJOR 
POWERS TO ASSUME UN'S WORK IN SOLVING INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS, HE 
ADDED. 
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PLAJA (ITALY) SAID THERE SHOULD BE RESTRAINT FROM USE OF FORCE, 

AND SHOULD BE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES, RECOGNITION OF 
SOVEREIGN EQUALITY OF STATES, RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION, 

ENHANCED ROLE FOR ICJ, AND CONSTANT REVIEW OF UN SYSTEM TO KEEP 
IT IN TUNE WITH TIMES. HE SUPPORTED ROMANIAN RES DESPITE SOME 
RESERVATIONS. 

JAIN (INDIA) THOUGHT TENDENCY OF BIG POWERS TO SETTLE MATTERS OF 
VITAL IMPORTANCE TO WORLD COMMUNITY COULD CREATE MORE DANGERS 
THAN SOLUTIONS. SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC QUESTIONS WELL AS THOSE OF 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY REQUIRED UN'S ATTENTION. 

SHARAF (JORDAN) STATED IT WAS NOT STRUCTURE OF UN THAT WAS AT 
FAULT, BUT LACK OF WILLINGNESS OF SOME MEMBERS TO SUPPORT CHARTER 
PRINCIPLES. COLLECTIVE SECURITY, CENTRAL CONCEPT OF CHARTER, HAD 
BEEN OVERSHADOWED BY ISSUE OF "COLLECTIVE SURVIVAL." WHOLE NEW 
DIMENSION IN FORM OF INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AND ECONOMIC COOP- 
ERATION HAD COME TO FORE. WORLD HAD TO FACE PROSPECT OF DEPLETED 
RESOURCES OF EARTH AND OF POPULATIONS GROWING UNCONTROLLABLY. 

YANGO (PHILIPPINES) POINTED OUT GROWING INTERDEPENDENCE OF 
NATIONS ENHANCED ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF UN, WHICH SHOULD 
ADAPT ITSELF TO CHANGING REALITY. HE WOULD VOTE FOR RES ON UNDER- 
STANDING IT DID NOT PRECLUDE POSSIBILITY OF CHARTER REVIEW. 
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COMITE 1 - STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL SECURITY 

STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPS GDR, CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND POLAND 
AS COMITE NOV. 29 CONTINUED DEBATE ON IMPLEMENTATION OF DECLAR- 
ATION ON STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. REPS OF ISRAEL AND 
POLAND SPOKE IN EXERCISE OF RIGHT OF REPLY. 

FLORIN (GDR) SAID ADOPTION OF ROB PROPOSAL WOULD BE POSITIVE 
STEP TOWARD DISARMAMENT AND STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. 
HE BELIEVED WAR-COMPLICATED INTERNATIONAL ISSUES COULD BE SOLVED 
IF SEARCH FOR SOLUTIONS UNDERTAKEN ON BASIS CHARTER PRINCIPLES. 
COMMENTING PARIS AGREEMENT ON VIETNAM ENSHRINED PRINCIPLE OF SELF- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DETERMINATION, HE REGRETTED ATTEMPTS MADE TO UNDERMINE THAT AGREE- 
MENT THROUGH USE OF FORCE. UN SHOULD NORMALIZE ITS RELATIONS 
WITH PRG IN SVN, ADMISSION OF BANGLADESH TO UN WOULD STRENGTHEN 
SECURITY IN INDIAN SUBCONTINENT. AND ISRAEL SHOULD NOT CONTINUE 
TO HINDER ME SETTLEMENT, HE STATED. 

VEJVODA (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) SAW AS POSITIVE EVENTS PARIS AGREEMENT 
ON ENDING VIETNAM WAR, ACHIEVEMENTS IN EUROPE, US-USSR AGREEMENT 
ON PREVENTION OF NUCLEAR WAR. HOTBEDS EXISTED IN ME AND SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, BUT RECENT ME EVENTS SHOWED OVERALL IMPROVEMENT IN US-USSR 
RELATIONS. HE SAID THERE SHOULD BE NO ILLUSION THAT NATURE OF 
IMPERIALISM WOULD CHANGE. HE LOOKED FAVORABLY ON SHIFT IN BALANCE 
OF FORCES IN INTERNATIONAL ARENA, BELIEVED SC SHOULD BRING ABOUT 
SPEEDILY PERMANENT PROHIBITION OF USE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, AND 
STATED THERE SHOULD BE NO CHANGE IN CHARTER RELATING TO VETO EVEN 
THOUGH SOME PERM MEMBERS MISUSED VETO. 

JAROSZEK (POLAND) SAID POLITICAL DETENTE SHOULD BE COMPLEMENTED 
AND CONSOLIDATED WITH DETENTE IN MILITARY FIELD. IT WAS NOT FAR- 
FETCHED TO SAY DETENTE AND DISARMAMENT WOULD ACCELERATE EXPAN- 
SION OF ALL-ROUND ECONOMIC WELL AS SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL 
COOPERATION THAT WOULD YIELD IMMEDIATE AND APPRECIABLE BENEFITS 
TO LDC'S. HE EXPRESSED VIEW KEY TO PEACE IN SVN AND ENABLING 
VIETNAMESE TO FREELY EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION 
IS UNCONDITIONAL IMPLEMENTATION OF PROVISIONS OF PARIS AGREEMENT 
BY ALL PARTIES CONCERNED. POLAND WAS VITALLY INTERESTED IN URGENT 
POLITICAL SOLUTION OF ME PROBLEM IN KEEPING WITH SC RES 242 
"PROVIDING FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAELI FORCES FROM ALL ARAB TERR- 
ITORIES UNDER THEIR OCCUPATION AND GUARANTEEING SECURITY AND IN- 
TEGRITY OF ALL STATES IN THAT AREA, INCLUDING SETTLEMTN OF PROB 
LEM OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE." 

BARROMI (ISRAEL), WHILE NOT WISHING REPLY TO POLAND, GDR OR 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, DID WISH TO PUT ON RECORD THAT POLISH REP MIS- 
QUOTED SC RES 242. JAROSZEK REPLIED THAT PROVISIONS OF RES WELL 
KNOWN TO HIS DEL. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - ADOPTS RES ON PEACEKEEPING 
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COMITE NOV 29 ADOPTED BY ACCLAMATION DRAFT RES ON PEACEKEEP- 
ING, HEARD FINAL SPEAKERS ON TOPIC, AND CONTINUED CONSIDERATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF FINAL AGENDA ITEM, EFFECTS OF ATOMIC RADIATION. DRAFT RES 
ADOPTED (L.293) REQUESTS SPECIAL COMITE ON PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS 
AND ITS 13-NATION WORKING GROUP TO 'INTENSIFY'' EFFORTS TO COMPLETE 
BY NEXT YEAR TASK OF ACHIEVING AGREED GUIDELINES FOR CARRYING OUT 
PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS; GA WOULD STATE "CIRCUMSTANCES ARE PRO- 
PITIOUS AND MAKE IT MORE NECESSARY THAN EVER FOR COMITE TO INTEN

TRANSIT NATIONS' PROBLEMS WITH TRANSPORT, WAREHOUSING, 

AND PORT FACILITIES, AND REQUESTING FUNDS. ANOTHER AMENDMENT 
BY DAHOMEY, CALLING FOR STUDY OF FUND FOR LANDLOCKED AND COSTAL 
LDCS, WAS REJECTED 6-33-80. AMENDMENT FROM IVORY COAST, 

REPLACING "EXERCISE OF RIGHT OF" WITH "WITHIN FRAMEWORK

FOR LONG TIME TO COME." PERU HOPED SPAIN AND UK COULD 
SETTLE QUESTION OF GIBRALTAR. PANAMA SAID "EACH STRIDE 
FORWARD" TOWARD SOLVING PROBLEM OF GIBRALTAR WAS STEP TOWARD 
ELIMINATION OF IDENTICAL PROBLEM OF US PRESENCE IN PANAMA; 

SAID YOUNG PEOPLE IN US AND ENGLAND SHOULD NOT BE REQUIRED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO DEFEND SUCH INDEFENSIBLE CAUSES. 

COMITE SECRETARY ANNOUNCED ADDITIONAL INFORMATION FOR SYG
